Judge Emphasizes Warn- 
ing by F.D.R. to Black 
Market Operators. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—(#)— 
Black market operators had a dou- 
ble warning today—one from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and another from 
a federal court justice who 
tenced a gasoline station operator 
to a year’s imprisonment and a 
$2,000 fine for violations of ration- 
ing regulations. 

The President told a press con- 
ference that we haven't many 
black markets now although we 
are threatened with them. 


In federal court, Justice James 
M. Proctor sentenced Alvin Mil- 
ton, president of the Quality Serv- 
ice Angle, Inc., a filling station, to 
serve one year in prison. The 
$2,000 fine was imposed jointly 
against Milton and the company. 
Milton pleaded guilty to four 
counts, three of them charging il- 
l@g@i possession of gasoline cou- 
pons and the fourth alleging il- 
legal sale of 48,846 gallons of gas- 
oline to consumers without col- 
lecting coupons. 

The justice denied probation, as- 
serting that “substantial punish- 
ment should be imposed in an ef- 
fort to deter others prone to vio- 
late the rationing law.” 

The President and the justice 
appeared to have different views 
on the extent of black markets. 
Whereas Mr. Roosevelt said in his 
message to congress that there 
were not many black markets at 
present, Justice Proctor told the 
court:

President Roosevelt's speech to the new 


congress, on Thursday, should, in its effect, 
contribute much to the spirit of unity on all 
war issues which is expected of this congress. 

Praise for the speech was practically unani- 
mous, from Democrats and Republicans alike. 
Similarly words of high appreciation were 
voiced by leaders in the different capitals of 
the United Nations and by diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of those nations in our own capital. 

The only element, apparently, which does 
not like the speech is the Axis and that very 
fact is ample proof it was good. 

In his references to the war status around 
the world, the President spoke encouraging 
words of confidence but did not indulge in over 
optimism. The nearest he came to a prediction 
as to when the war should end was when he 
said the present congress may have the “his- 
toric privilege” of making the peace. 

He voiced satisfaction with America’s 
achievement in the production of the arma- 
ment of war and promised hard blows soon to 
come against the Axis in Europe and ‘the coni- 
plete shattering of Japanese power in the east. 

Only in general terms did he touch upon 
domestic issues, denying that view which holds 
that war time is no time for discussion of such 
problems. On the contrary, he called for expan- 
sion of the social security system and for plan- 
ning whith would assure employment for all 
after the war is done. 

Undoubtedly there will be sharp divisions of 
opinion when the congress begins dicussion of 
domestic issues. But there is reason for con- 
fidence that only a united front on all war 
matters will be displayed in’ the congress, as 
in the nation generally. 

And the President's message “on the state 
of the union,” should make even stronger that 
confidence in war unity.

Suspicious Disasters 

While possibly coincidence, it is shocking to 
mote that deaths in major disasters—those 
taking five or more lives—jumped to a total 
of more than 2,600 in 1942, more than two-and- 
one-half as many as in 1941. 

What is most illuminating is the fact the 
game thing occurred in 1917. According to the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, which 
compiled the figures, the types of disasters 
were much the same in 1942 and 1917. Last 
year, the Boston night club fire was the most 
disastrous, taking 489 lives. There were two 
coal mine explosions and an explosion in an 
ordnance plant. In 1917 there was an explosion 
in a Pennsylvania munitions plant that took 
112 lives. There were also a copper mine fire 
and two coal mine explosions. 

Readers of the newspapers are familiar with 
the fact there has been a serious fire almost 
every day recently, most of them taking a 
number of lives. Whether or not they are co- 
incidence and are impressed upon the country 
by their frequency is a moot question. The 
evidence leans toward a contrary view. 

Undoubtedly there are many persons in this 
country not yet interned who are saboteurs, 
and the frequency of serious blazes in places 
where they will harm the war effort lends 
credence to the belief of those who think many 
accidents and fires are of deliberate origin. 
This will not be the case in all fires, of which 
this country experiences a certain number each 
year. However, there are enough of suSpicious 
origin to make it imperative for all Americans 
to be more than ever cautious and watchful. 

Disasters do not multiply two-and-one-half 
times in war years just from natural causes,

The Regimented in Revolt 

In the Pennsylvenia anthracite region, 15,000 
coal miners are on strike. The men Nave 
abandoned their work regardless of the war 
and the urgency of war needs for the coal they 
should be mining. 

Their union leader, John L. Lewis, head of 
the UMWA, has appealed to them to go back 
to work in vain. Likewise do they turn deaf 
ears to the demands of Secretary Ickes and 
other government officials. 

And the significant feature is that they are 
striking, not at their employers, but at the 
Lewis-headed unior. to which they must belong, 
whether they wish or not. For they cannot 
work without a oaid-up union membership card 
under the closed-shop contract by which the 
mines operate. 

They are striking in protest against a 50 
cents a month increas in their union dues. 
These dues, just like their union membership, 
they cannot help but pay, for the mines also 
have the check-off in their contract with the 
union. This m.ans the dues are taken out of 
each worker’s pay envelope before he receives 
it and are then turned over, in total, to the 
union officials. 

There is nowhere in the free world any 
mor. striking instance of the change of free 
workers into regimented masses of labor than 
in American industries which uperate under tre 
closed-shop, cheerk-off form of union contract. 
Similar condition- of helplessness among work- 
ers can only be found in the Axis totalitarian, 
dictator-ridden countries. 

The strike of the coal miners is, of course, 
indefensible. Any strike in essential war indus- 
try is inexcusable while the war is on. For it is 
as direct a stab in the back of the nation as 
any of our foes could deliver. 

But there is something significant in this 
revolt of the regimented mine workers against 
the union which has become a vampirish 
burden tied inexorably to the backs of men who, 
under the American ideal, are supposed to be 
free and upstanding workers.

Georgia Editors Say: 


THE MARKET BULLETIN 
(From The Valdosta Times.) 

As we understand it, the Market Bulletin, 
issued by the Georgia commissioner of agricul- 
ture, is primarily designed to be for the benefit 
of the farmers of the state, particularly to aid 
those who have something to sell, those who 
want to buy some farm products, to help farm 
laborers locate jobs and to help farm owners 
secure the workers with which to carry on their 
operations. In other words, it is a bulletin for 
the use of and as assistance to farm owners and 
those who work on the farms. 

Recently, however, the Market Bulletin has 
gone far astray from any such formula. It is 
nothing more nor less than a_ political organ 
through which the views of Commissioner of 
Agriculture Tom Linder are disseminated. 

Each issue contains one or more “editorials” 
in which the commissioner lectures to the farm- 
ers of the state on just how they should act and 
what they should do. Much valuable space in 
the paper is taken up with these pieces when 
it could have been used more helpfully for the 
farmers by being given over to advertisements of 
things for sale, offers to buy, and for the use 
of those who are hunting jobs or who are seeking 
persons to work on the farms. 

Incidentally, it might be added that often the 
farmers have not seen fit to take the commis- 
sioner’s advice to heart and have failed to follow 
his lead. 

We have heard it suggested that it might be 
a good idea to abolish the Georgia Bulletin un- 
less steps could be taken to convert it into the 
kind of paper that will best serve those for whom 
it is designed. Sounds like a pretty good sug- 
gestion.

Q—Why does gas from our pipe lines go 

west to other states? 

A—WNot*a drop of gas is going out of the east 
toward the west. Not a single drop. All gas from the 17 eastern 
states is going on out of the eastern ports, in tins, drums and tank- 
ers, to Africa. If it were possible to convoy tankers from the 
Atlantic to the port of Mobile, then Alabama would be rationed 
as low as the other states on the coast. Remember, Alabama kas 
no Atlantic port. The convoys and the tankers are not available 
for that purpose. | . 


Q—Now, the most-asked question—Why are the 17 eastern 
States being rationed a gallon below the others”? 

A—Because the Army and Navy are drawing the gas they must 
have out of the supply in the eastern seaboard states. They can’t get 
it from the others because there is no way for them to ship it in. 
I hey get their normal supply (normal rationed supply) and there 
is no drain on it, save that in Alabama. Keep in mind that most 
of the railroads, the best railroad communications, the only port 
facilities, are on the Atlantic coast. The Army’ and Navy take 
their supply from the gas which comes into the eastern seaboard 
states. So, when you have been told that the African campaign is 
‘getting the gas—your gas—you have been told the absolute truth. 
They didn't get enough of it. The east is bringing in as much as 
the transportation lines can stand. They couldn't bring in the 
amount going to other states—which isn’t as much as you think. 


Q—Why do Alabama and Illinois get gas? 
; A—Because, obviously, there is such a great concentration of 
industry in Illinois, for instance, and in the middle west, that gaso- 
line must be sent there. The point to keep in mind is this—we 
are getting our normal supply of gasoline. But the Army and Navy 
are drawing heavily on our supply because they can get it into 
the ports. 


Q—It burns you up that Alabama gets it? 

. A—Not from us, remember. It gets some from the Plantation 
ph ae ppc through Alabama.

Procedure Outlined 


To Get Book No. 2. 


There still seems to be some confusion regarding the procedure 
with regard to obtaining War Ration Book No. 2. 

Following are the necessary steps to be followed when the time 
comes to sign up. 

Have a note of the amount of goods on hand when you go to 
register (probably at the nearest schoolhouse). Take along the 
sugar ration books for the members of your family for whom you 
will obtain Ration Book No. 2, No point rationing books will be 
issued without the sugar book for that individual. 

Those who do not have sugar rationing books (who have never 
obtained them or who have lost them) must 
apply for them by January 15. Mothers of 
new babies who do not have sugar books are 
reminded that they will be wise to obtain 
sugar books for their infants at once, since 
they will need them to get the second ration 
book, entitling them to purchase canned 
baby foods. 

Numerous questions regarding disposition of ration books for 
those who have gone into the service are answered by saying that 
such books should be returned to the rationing board which issued 
them and the board will cancel them. Under no circumstances 
should the book be used by the members of the family who remain 
at home. 

A variation of this question came regarding a man now serving 
a prison sentence. Prison authorities are supposed to have received 
his book, Siuce they did not in this particular case, the family 
must not use the book. If his sentence is for any length of time, 
the book should be returned to the board and cancelled. Upon his

on All Sides. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Jan, 8.—(4)— 
The capture by a ‘rench and 
American camel corps of Tanout 
Maller, a settlement 14 miles from 
Tiaret in the southern Tunisian 
desert near the Libyan frontier, 
about 200 miles southwest of Trip- 
oli, was announced today by a 
French military spokesman, as bad 
weather again limited Allied 
ground operations in the northern 
Tunisian sector.

WASHINGTON, Thursday.—I called on Mr. Alexander Wooll- 
cott yesterday afternoon and he certainly has found an ideal place 


in which to work, in New York City.

(/P)—Nathan Mayo, state commls- 
‘sioner of agriculture, today urged 
‘farmers to have the state seed lab- 
oratory run germination tests on 
peanuts they might buy from other 
farmers for seed. 

He said he had been notified 
that new federal regulations per- 
mit growers to sell unmarketed 
peanuts from the 1942 crop to 
other farmers as seed for the 1943 
crop without paying a _ penalty 
charge of three cents a pound. 

“Farmers purchasing these seeds, 
which normally might not bear a 
‘declaration of germination, are | 
urged to apply to the seed labora- 
tory at Tallahassee for inspection 
and sampling for analysis pur- 
poses, which may be had at a) 
moderate expense charge,” he de- | 
clared. 

He said the farmers should al- 
low ample time for reports on the 
seed to be returned “so as to avoid
